Library Trustees Plead 
for Restored Funds 


Mrs. William Keogh returned from 
Mass. Library Trustees Bd. of Dir’s. 
meeting which voted to back the full 
funding of the Library Services and 
Construction Act. Mrs. Keogh noted 
that the Bd. of Dir’s. were “aghast at 
the extensive cuts made by the 
present admin. in the important 
Library Services and Construction 
Act.” The Board noted also that Pres. 
Nixon has stated during Nat’! Library 
Week: “For never have our libraries 
played a more prominent role in our 
campaign against ignorance and for 
fullness of educational opportunity”. 
An editorial in the Saturday Review 
expressed the opinion that if these 
cuts are not restored in full by our 
Congress they will “have with a pen 
stroke done more damage to the life 
of the mind in this country than a 
regiment of fanatics and incinderaries 
could do if they worked around the 
clock. Books are not expendable.” 
The Board is sending out a request to 
all public library trustees to write 
their respective Senators and Reps. 
urging them to see that the full 
amount requested for funds under 
the LSCA be re-instated. The Board 
also sent letters to Senators Brooke 
and Kennedy as well as all the Reps. 
in Mass. asking their support for the 
return of all requested funds of the 
LSCA. Pres. Chester J. Cooper of 
South Hadley signed the letters as 
well as noting that all Board members 
were in favor of it. 

In addition to these cuts there 
were other federally-funded library- 
related cuts which individual Board 
members felt were important, but 
which did not relate to public library 
programs. Among these were cuts in 
the Elem. and Second. Ed. Act 
(ESEA), the Nat'l Ed. Defense Act 
(NEDA), the Higher Ed. Act. (Hea), 
the Higher Ed. Facilities Act 
(HEFA), the Older Americans Act 
(OAA). Under ESEA, school library 
resources, textbooks, and other 
instructional materials were reduced 
to NOTHING! Under HBA, College 
Library Assistance and Library 
Training & Research were cut from 
$41,750,000 to $23,000,000. Under 
OAA the cut was from $23,000,000 
to NOTHING! 

However, there is a good side to 
the federal library picture. The 
Senate has passed a bill which will 
establish a Nat'l Comm. on Libraries 
and Info. Science. the House has 
scheduled floor action for this on 
June 16. Senators Brooke 
andKennedy were among the 19 
Senators who cosponsored this bill 
and Senators Yarborough and Pell 
conducted the hearings. This bill 
establishes a commission that will be 
a planning and coordinating body to 
promote research not carried on by 
any other agency and will have an 
independent status within the Office 
of HEW.

Racing at Stafford Springs 


Early indication is that the current 
NASCAR modified season in 
Southern N.E. will be a knowck 
down, drag out affair between Carl 
“Bugsy” Stevens of Rehoboth, Mass., 
and Fred DeSarro of Westerly, R.I. 
No. 1 and No. 2 in the country. 

Both are eyeing the nat’l title, 
making every race important. Stevens 
and DeSarro will resume the battle 
Friday night, June 20th, at SSS the 
Nutmeg Oval presenting a 50-lap 
modified feature. 

The Late Model Tigers supplement 
the show, action starting at 8 o'clock. 

Stevens and DeSarro are part of a 
strong Stafford Field that includes 
Leo Cleary of Hanover, Mass., Gene 
Bergin of Manchester Ct., Smokey 
Boutwell of Pelham, N.H., Ed 
Flemke of Southington, Ct., Lou 
Austin of Medford, Mass., and Bobby 
Santos of Millis, Mass., all nationally 
ranked in the top 20. 

In the past 3 years, the nat’l 
champion has won at least one 
feature at Stafford. Ernie Gahan won 
the Nat'l title in 1967; Stevens won 
in 1967 and 1968. 

DeSarro, a Stafford regular for the 


past 3 years, won his Ist Stafford 
race in this year’s opener. He became 
the 9th man to win on the Stafford 
oval since it was paved in the spring 
of 1967. 

DeSarro isn’t saying yet whether 
he’ll make an “honest run” for the 
title, but he does admit that “if a 
couple of big races go our way, you 
can bet we'll go after the champion- 
ship. It was nice to win at Stafford. I 
hope it means a lot of new things this 
year.” 

Last year was DeSarro’s Ist season 
in modified ranks -- a strong finish in 
the Cardinal 500 at Martinsville gave 
him a 2nd spot in the nat’l standings, 
Stevens’ Ist year in the modified 
division, 1967, also ended up in the 
runner-up slot mat’lly. 

“I wouldn’t sit in a race car if I 
didn’t think I could win,” says 
Stevens, the Stafford champ 2 out of 
the last 3 years. “It is a long season 
and the champsionship is a nice way 
to end it, but I'll take them one at a, 
time.” 

Should Stevens defend the Nat'l 
title, he will be the Ist three time 
champion in the 20 year history of 
NASCAR.
